The story of the winter as told by 
the bone Is not a pleasant thought to 
contemplate. Storms and bllzzanis 
Ul be frequent, and lust bow far 
Loaiavllle and this vicinity will es- 
, tbia wrath of the weather can 
aci^ ba flgored out with aov accuracy, 
but from the wide spreading of the 
dark coloring Oil the bone It Is evi- 
deut that at times stormy and severe 
weather will prevail very generally 
tbnwgboat tniaiatllode.

each other, the squeaking ceases. 
One wuy of preventing the squeak- 
intr is to insert tarred or felt 
paper between the leather sur- 
faces. Aaotber, which haa not 
been tried. Is tba sprinkling ol pow- 
dered rosin on th ) s^Irfaee^ before 
they ai-e s.'Wed or jle^ifed toif.'lher. It 

Is singuliir how this ruus into the sub- 
jaot of wusto. Vba squeaking of 
shoes Is a mosloal sound. The peoul- 
iurlty of 11 Is that ll U so hlgb- 
pllcbed, and the high pitch is the ef- 
fect of the rapidity of the vibrations 
produced. Those rapid vibrations are 
produced only by sliok surfaces. If 
you Inereaia Iba IrloUon. the vibra- 
tions beeome slower and the sound be- 
comes duller, or eea.<»os nltoj^other. 
This is tiiu philosophy uf tho turrod 
paper or tlie rosin. Those sugges- 
tions are published tor the banaSt ol 
undertakers apd churoh uaheta, who. 
as tbcy shcmM iilnays move around 
noiselessly, always lake care to have 
loud-squoakin;; slioes. This piuislon 
also reaches soni>r yonmi ladies. The 
shoemakers tell m ' that soino young 
ladlaafaavea pieue of goose-quill in- 
serted In the soles of their shoos, so 
as to produua a squeak.
